tactics, Rep. Wilbur D. Mills, 
D-Ark., said Wednesday there 
was a "concerted effort" to al- 
ter the image of the candidates. 


Mills, who campaigned brief- 


ly for the Democratic presiden- 
tial nomination, said, "There 
was a sabotage of everyone 
who was running and that's 
what I want to look into." 


The chairman of the House 


Ways and Means Committee 
aaid that from Feb. 1 through 
the Democratic National Con- 
vention, when his presidential 
candidacy was developing, a 
person "on the public payroll" 
stood outside his Washington of- 
fice taking notes on everyone 
who entered. 


Tactics during the campaign 


added up to "the dirtiest kind 
of politics" in bis experience, 
Mills said at a news confer- 
ence. 


He said he wanted to find out 


if President Nixon had any part 
in a campaign to "smear" the 
Democratic candidates and 
-who in the White House di- 
rected this operation." 


Mills said the President may 


not know about such tactics 
"but I'm satisfied that there 
are people in the White House 


who are aware of it." 


"I'm mad, let me make it 


clear that I am mad, he said. 


The congressman told news- 


men he knew more about the 
situation than he was revealing, 
but he would not elaborate. 


Joining Mills at the news con- 


ference was Sen. J. W. Fid- 
bright, D-Ark., who said there 
had been "a deliberate effort" 
to destroy the Democratic par- 
ty. "It snwks of the sune K*

of tactics used by the fascists," 
the senator said. 


Mills and Fulbright called the 


news conference originally to 
announce that Sen. George S. 
McGovern, the Democratic 
presidential nominee, would 
arrive at Little Rock at 6 p.m. 
Saturday for an hour-long rally 
in a municipal airport hangar. 


Mills then revealed he would 


ask for an investigation "of all, 
factors leading up to the elec- 
tion" to determine if additional 
election laws are needed. He 
said if an investigation were 
not conducted by the Senate in- 
vestigations subcommittee, he 
would see that a House com- 
mittee makes an inquiry. 


Fulbright said it all added up 


to a "concerted campaign to 
sew dissension in the party " 
He said this was "the type of 
ttiing they did in Germany — 


destroy your opposition." 


Mills said Democrats may 


have engaged in dirty cam- 
paign tactics, but there had 
been no indication this had oc- 
curred. 


Mills and Fulbright decried 


what they said appeared to be 
a lack of public concern over 
such events as the break-in at 
the Democratic National Com- 
mittee headquarters in Wash- 
ington. 


If such an occurrence had 


taken place 20 years ago, "the 
people would have demanded 
impeachment," 
Mills said. 


Asked about the possibility of 
impeachment, Mills said he 
was not suggesting it, but that 
the idea had not "escaped my 
attention." 


Telling of plans by McGovern 


to visit Little Rock, Fulbright 
said one reason for the nomi- 
nee's stopover — his second 
this year — was Arkansas' 
tradition of giving her electoral 
votes to the Democratic candi- 
date.

STITCHIN' TIMI 
Ideal for novices - a knit poncho 


By JUDY LOVE 


A friend of mine is a won- 


derful k n i t t e r . She has 
turned out more knitted gar- 
ments in her half a century 
than most of us would think 
possible in several lifetimes. 
Obviously she enjoys every 
row she knits—or purls. I 
asked her recently what ad- 
vice she'd like to pass on to 
my readers. 


That started it. She of- 
fered this for the more nov- 
ice knitters: When you be- 
gin to knit, always use a 
pencil and paper, right along 
with your knitting. Note the 
number of each row you've 
completed—write it down. 
Then when you pick up your 
work again, you 11 never just 
guess where you were. 


A n o t h e r suggestion for 


new knitters is to use a sheet 
of paper to help follow the 
directions. As you read down 
each line, cover the instruc- 
tions line by line, and once 
again, you'll never lose your 
place. 


For all knitters, proved 


and hard-at-it, my friend said 
that test swatches are abso- 
lutely vital. You know how 
often I tell you that. She re- 
ports that long-experienced 
knitters make a test swatch 
automatically. 


Always make your test 
swatch big enough to really 
see and feel the pattern. 
When you have a good-sized 
swatch—really good-sized— 
block it. Then check your 
gauge. Every set of Instruc- 
tions gives a specific gauge. 


Before you begin any gar- 
ment, your gauge must 
m a t c h that given in the 
directions: 
if your t e s t 


swatch is d i f f e r e n t , use 
larger or smaller needles to 
get the right gauge. 


For knitters of all gaug ;s 


and skills, here's a tipper- 
front poncho that's a winner. 


This hooded poncho is 
worked on a 29-incn circular 
needle, along with a pair of 
No. 6 needles for detailing. 
The pattern is easy (make 
that test swatch first!) and 
it's knit in natural Reynolds 
Lopi yarn. One size fits all. 


Directions for this warm, 
go-everywhere poncho are 
available from your local 
taper.

Carlton wins 
Cy Young award 


NEW YORK (AP) - To the 


surprise of absolutely no one, 
Philadelphia's Steve Carlton 
has won the Cy Young Award 
as the best pitcher in the Na- 
tional League. 


Carlton was the unanimous 


choice of the 24-man committee 
of baseball writers—two from 
each NL city—for the honor 
after turning in a remarkable 
27-10 record for the last-place 
Phillies. 


The lean left-hander, who ac- 


counted for 46 per cent of 
Philadelphia's 59 victories last 
season, is only the sixth un- 
animous selection in the 16-year 
history of the balloting and the 
first Phillie ever to win the 
award. He also is the first man 
to win the award white pitching 
for a last-place team. 


Carlton polled 120 points for 


his ballot sweep—five points for 
each first place vote. Runnerup 
was Pittsburgh's Steve Blass, 
who had 35 points. Ferguson 
Jenkins of Chicago, last year's 
Cy Young winner, was third 
with 23 points. 


Cleveland's Gaylord Perry 


was named the 
American 


League winner Wednesday. 


Carlton's 27 victories topped 


the majors and tied the Nation- 
al League record for a left- 
hander set by Hall of Famer 
Sandy Koufax. Koufax in 1963, 
1965 and 1966, and Bob Gibson 
and Denny McLain, both in 
1968, were the only previous un- 
animous Cy Young winners. 


Whenever Carlton pitched, he 


filled Philadelphia's Veterans 
Stadium, providing the lone 
bright spot in an otherwise 
bleak season for the Phillies. 
And, ironically, they almost 
didn't have him. 


It was a contract squabble 


between Carlton and St. Louis 
owner Gussie 
Busch 
that 


caused the Cardinals to trade 
the lefty to Philadelphia for 
pitcher Rick Wise during spring 
training. 


Carlton responded with his 


greatest season, pacing the 
league in starts (41); complete 
games (30); victories (27); in- 
nings pitched (346); strikeouts 
(310) and earned run average 
(l.«). 


And he capped it all off with 


today's award. 


The Montreal Canadiens 
were on the road but made 
themselves at home in Pitts- 
burgh. The Buffalo Sabres, 
however, found a rude greeting 
for them in Toronto. 


The Canadiens remained the 


lone unbeaten team in the Na- 
tional Hockey League Wednes- 
day night, whipping the Pitta- 
burgh Penguins 7-1. It was the 
worst beating the Penguins 
have ever had at 
home. 


Toronto stopped the surprising 
Buffalo team 7-1 to end the Sa- 
bres' ID-game unbeaten string. 


Jacques Lemaire and Marc 


Tardif each scored twice for 
Montreal while Serge Sevard, 
Pete Mahovlich and Yvan 
Cournoyer had one goal each 
for the Canadiens. The Pen- 
guins' single goal came from 
Lowell McDonald on a second- 
period power play. 


Ken Dryden stopped 31 shots 


in the Montreal goal. 


Toronto jumped from a 1-1 tie

Pvt Smith denies 


'fragging' charge 


FT. ORD, Calif. (AP) - Pvt. 


Billy Dean Smith has denied 
any guilt in the 1971 "fragging" 
deaths of two Army lieutenants, 
claiming he was framed by 
military police. 


Smith testified at his court- 


martial Wednesday that he was 
smoking marijuana at the time 
of the hand grenade blast. A 
grenade pin found in his pocket 
when he was arrested was 
"planted" by military police, 
he told the court. 


The prosecution has at- 


tempted to link the pine with a 
safety lever found at the scene 
of the Mast in Vietnam which 
killed Us. Thomas A. Dellwo of 
Chpteau, Mont., and Richard E. 
Harlan of Dallas, Tex. 


Smith is accused of their 


deaths and of the attempted 
murders of his commanding of- 
ficer, Capt. Randall L. Rigby, 
and 1st Sgt. Billie E. Willis. 


Smith said he had had sev- 


eral encounters with Rigby 
over some minor infractions, 
including possession of mari- 
juana and failing to make a 
troop movement." 


"I never had a big falling out 


with Willis," Smith said in re- 
sponse to questioning by de- 
fense lawyer Luke McKissack. 


"He was liked by some men 


some of the time, and disliked 
by them some of the time," 
Smith added. 


Smith, from the Watts area 


in Los Angles, told the court he 
was in a bunker at Bien Hoa 
Army Base with two other sol- 
diers smoking pot at the time 
of 
the explosion. 


When they left the bunker 


and were told there was going 
to be a shakedown inspection, 
Smith got rid of his marijuana 
and 
joined 
formation, 
he 


testified. 


Smith, 24, said he threw up 


his hands in surprise when a 
"man 
in 
civilian 
clothes 


stepped up" and placed a hand 
on his shoulder. Toe man was, 
not further fdenttfled.' 


The defendant said he started 


yelling white he was being 
searched because "I was made 
Hfiii wanted witnesses to see 
what was happening. I didnt 
know what they were going to 
do with me." 


Smith said he did not make 


statements admitting guilt at 
the time of his arrest. He re- 
called saying, "You're not go- 
ing to pin this on me." 


Questioned by McKissack, 


Smith repeatedly danisd invol- 
vement in the fragging incident 
during nearly lour hours of 
testimony.

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U.S. is rushing financial aid to Vietnam 


SAIGON (AP) - The United 


States is rushing millions of 
dollars worth of military sup- 
plies to South Vietnam in a 
crash program to beat the sign- 
ing of a cease-fire agreement. 


For the first time the South 


Vietnamese are getting four-en- 
gine C130 transport planes. 


Both the U.S. Command and 


the 7th Air Force refused to 
discuss the military aid pro- 
gram. But informed sources 
said it goes well beyond the 
equipment originally planned 
for in the Vietnamitatlon sched- 
ule. 


The draft peace agreement, 


which calls for withdrawal of 
all American troops from Viet- 
nam within 60 days of signing, 
stipulates that 
the 
United 


States can replace existing mil- 
itary equipment only on a one- 
to-one basis with weapons of 
the same characteristics or of 
similar 
characteristics and 


properties, under international 
supervision. 


Anticipating the agreement 


will be signed soon, the Penta- 
gon is sending scores 
of 


transports into Saigon from 
bases in the United States car- 


rung military equipment in- 
cluding armored personnel car- 
riers and $1.3 million Chinook 
helicopters. 
. 
Five of the C130s, the work 


horse of the Vietnam war, ar- 
rived at Saigon's Tan Son Nhut 
Air Base Thursday. They were 
the first to be turned over to 
the South Vietnamese air force. 


More C130s are scheduled to 


arrive soon for Saigon's air 
force, which has had only twin- 
engine C123 transports. They 
carry 24,000 pounds of cargo or 
60 fully equipped troops; the 
C130s can handle more than 36,- 


000 pounds or 92 fully equipped 
troops. 


The C130 is also faster than 


the C123 and has twice the 
range of the smaller plane. 


As far as can be learned, 


South Vietnamese pilots have 
not yet been trained to fly the 
C130s nor have mechanics been 
trained to service them. 


U.S. C5A cargo planes from 


the United States are also seen 
more frequently at Tan Son 
Nhut, unloading such big items 
as armored personnel carriers 
and disassembled Chinook heli- 
copters. 


Reports also said that A37 at- 


tack bombers are being flown 
here and turned over to the 
South Vietnamese air force. 


While U.S. transport planes 


are shuttling In equipment, 
there are no cargo ships tied up 
at the multi-million dollar New- 
port shipping complex built by 
the Americans outside Saigon. 
This is another Indication that 
the United States is rushing to 
get war materials Into Saigon 
before 
a cease-fire. Air 


transport takes one day, while 
sea shipments take 20 days. 


Druf prpf rim Is hllun 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


federally financed private study 
describes the government • 
drug-abuse-prevention program 
as burdened with failure and 
scare tactics, and suggests offi- 
cial acceptance of limited nar- 
cotics use. 


The three-volume study was 


compiled over a year's period 
by Macro Systems Inc., and 
cost 1300,000. It ha* been kept 
under wraps since June by the 
Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare. 


The report said the "crisis at- 


mosphere" surrounding pre- 
vention programs has resulted 
in "diffused objectives and 
goals, overlapping and dupli- 
cation of effort, lack of con- 
sistent and long-range planning, 
and difficulty in assessing pro- 
gram effectiveiteas. 


"In place of prevention as a 


reachable goal, drug use on the 
part of youth could be accept- 
ed-especifllly marijuana use." 


The government, the report 


said, is "more likely to yield 
long-range positive results" by 
dropping its 
"failure-ridden 


quest for a youthful society free 
from drug use—a proposed id- 
yllic island awash in a sea of 
alcohol, nicotine and legally 
prescribed drug-taking. 


"A major finding supporting 


the adoption of this option re- 
lates to the fact that illegal 
drug use is endemic among the 
youth population and that the 
use of alcohol, tobacco and 
mood-altering drugs on the part 
of adults Is also widepspread," 
the report said.

He is 89 
years old and I don't know 
whether the f a m i l y should 
encourage the operation or 
not. I, being the son with 
power of attorney to handle 
all legal matters, seem to be 
left with the decision.

He is in pretty good 
health other than hyperten- 
sion and also he is taking 
digitalis tablets four times a 
week. 


Dear Reader — An aneu- 


rysm of the aorta is caused 
by a weakness in the wall of 
the aorta which allows it to 


balloon out like a weak spot 
does on an inner tube only 
usually in these cases the 
area involved is much larger 
than that you might see on 
the inner tube. The real 
danger of course Is that the 
dilated part of the weakened 
wall or the aneurysm may 
blow out or rupture. When it 
starts getting larger, if it is 
going to be operated on, that 
is the time it should be done. 


Many of these that involve 
replacing a section of the 
aorta in the abdomen can be 
done with a limited amount 
of risk.

BOSTON (AP) — Nessie, the 


much photographed and still 
unexplained Loch Ness Mon- 
ster, has had her picture taken 
again—and with the usual in- 
conclusive results. 


Robert H. Rines, president of 


the Academy of Applied Sci- 
ence, disclosed Wednesday a 
series of color and black and 
white pictures which he says 
show a large marine creature 
inhabint Scotland's Noch Ness. 


Rines says an Academy ex- 


pedition took the photos late in 
the summer and the pictures 
are substantiated by sonar and 
other scientific data. 


The Academy, a group of sci- 


entists and laymen dedicated to 
p r o m i t i n g science and 
technology, presented its find- 
ings at the Annual Northeast 
Electronics Research and Engi- 
neering meeting. 


Rines displayed a series of 


photos which show a green- 
brown triangular object, identi- 
fied as a fin, moving through 
murky water. He said inter- 
national authorities who have 
seen the pictures varify their 
authenticity, even though no 
one will hazard a guess about 
the identify of the creature. 


"If we are right, and the ex- 


perts say we are," Rines said, 
"then there are extremely long 


animals living in Loch Nest." 


The sound waves of the sonar 


picked up two creatures mov- 
ing down an underwater ravine 
toward the camera, Rinsa said, 
and showed them to be 90 to 30 
feet long. The camera, ast M 
feet under water and 180 feet 
from the sonar equipment, was 
set to take strobe-light pictures 
at 15 second intervals and 
Rines said the fin moved in and 
out of view in five frames. 


Rines said the pictures are of 


poor quality because of sttty 
water, but photo experts esti- 
mate the sise of the appendage 
at I to 10 f«et long and 4 to • 
feet across.
